‘Votes Almost Unanimously to Give Up 
Its Long 
| Fight. 


After short but bitter debate the Chicago 
Federation of Labor rescinded its act of ex- 
Ppulsion against typographical union 16 yes- 
‘“terday and offered to reinstate the delegates 
when they apply for admission. By this 
course the local central body brings a two 
‘year quarrel to a close and saves its charter 
from being revoked by the American Federa- 
tion of. Labor. 

The action of the Chicago federation is 
due directly to an order from President Sam- 
ue? Gompers of the American federation, who 
commanded it to reinstate the typos by Nov. 
10 or lose its right of aMiliation with the 
national body. He in turn was stirred up 
by the International Typographical union, 
which notified him that unless he issued the 
order it would withdraw from the American 
federation: 

It was a hard blow to the local central body. 

Every possible method had been used to 
ward it off. When the question was put to 
a vote all opposition died away save on the 
part of three printers, one of whom was 
anxious openly to defy the American federa- 
tion and take the consequences. 

The question came up on a report from a 
committee that held a meeting with a simi- 
lar committee from the typos. Contrary to 
expectations, thie joint meeting proved to 
be an amicable one. Representatives of the 
typos refused to compromise and demanded 
a full and:complete surrender on the part of 
the central body. These terms the federa- 
tiom committee reluctantly | accepted and 
framed them in a report.

BIG SHIPMENT OF APPLES - 
COMES FROM NEW MEXICO. 


That the Territory Can Produce the 
Fruit to Advantage. 


Standing on the Illinois Central tracks 
near Harrison street is a train ot fourteen 
carioads of apples that were grown at an 


altitude of 4,000 feet in a region not counted 


as an apple producer. The shipment is 
the orchards of an, individual grower, but 
is only part of a consignment of 200 cars 

The apples are from J. J. Hagerman’s South 
Springs orchard; and were shipped from Ros- 
well, N. M., which station is six miles from 
the orchard, al are consigned to Porter 
Bros. Co. 

Outside of Colorado Jonathan apples the 
New Mexico fruit is said to be the finest |. 
received here this season. The varieties are 
Gano,. mammoth ‘black twig, wine sap. 
Arkansas black, Missouri pippin, Jonathan, 
and other choice varieties. The apples were 
grown on 66,000 trees planted on 800 acres in 
the ‘Pecos valley of New Mexico, 4,000 fest 
above the sea. This is the second crop of 


any size from the orchard, which is only in | 


its ita ninth year.. 
_ Irrigation is employed, in raising apples in 
New Mexico, there being 300 artesian wells 
with a capacity of gallons each in the 
Hagerman orchard. Roswell is 1,250 miles 
from Chicago; and the freight charges on 
the apples just arrived were $2,800. 

Mr. Hagerman who at one time was a resi- 
dent of Chicago, wen to New Mezico for his 
health, and while there became possessed 
of the idea that the territory would produce 
good apples. The chief advantage claimed 
for New. Mexico is that there are few if 
any insects to prey on the fruit, while the 
various forms of disease which attack ap- 
ples in the east have not yet manifested 
the ves there.

With Temperature at 102 De 
grees He Is Constantly Asking 
for Campaign Reports.

Eleven Years in Chicago. 


Hugh Miller Thompson was for years ® 
resident of Chicago, being the editor of the 
American Churchman from 1860 to 1870. 
He then became r r of St. James’ Epis- 
copal church in Chicago for one year, going 
from Chicago to Christ church in New York 
for five years. From 1876 until 1883 he was 
rector of Trinity church at New Orleans. 
In the latter year he was consecrated co- 
adjutor bishop and became bishop in 1887. 

Bishop Thompson was born in County 
Londonderry, Ireland, in 1830, but was edu- 
cated in the United States, first in the com 
mon schools of Caldwell, N. J., then at 
Nashoba theological seminary in Wisconsin. 
He entered the priesthood in 1856. 


Author of Many Books. 


| Bishop 3 iller was not only the editor for 
many years of the American Churchman of 
Chicago and the Church Journal of New 
York, but was the author of a number of 
theological works, notably, “Unity and Its 
Restoration,” 1859; “Sin and Penalty,“ 
1862; First Principles, 1868; ‘‘ Kingdom 
of God,” 1872; The World and the King-

1890; The World and the Wrestlers,” 1895; 
More Copy.“ 1897: He has also written 
many pamphlets and magazine articles.

Health Department Says Results Sus- 
tain the Arguments for Vaccination 
and Use of Sterilized Water.

That educational methods in fighting epi-

fever to sustain its arguments. 

Preventive medicine is the term applied by 
the department to these educational methods, 
and it means vaccination 
smallpox and use of sterilized water in 
checking the ravages of typhoid. The nine 
months ending with Oct. 31 was the period 
during which the department noted results 
and drew conclusions. | 


Natable Decrease in Smallpox. 

„In the latter part of January, says the 
bulletin, referring to the beginning of the 
campaign against smallpox, “ there were re- 
ported to the United States public health 
service 11,167 cases in the country. of which 
number 8,147, or 73 per cent of the whole 
number, were in the ten states tributary to 
Chicago. In the latest public health re- 
port received, that for Oct. 24, there are 
10,747 cases reported, of which 4,249, or less 
than 40 (39.5) per cent, were in Chicago 
territory. These figures show an actual re- 


territory, and an actual increase of 115 per 


the end of last January. 

No such reversal of conditions could have 
been effected without the active and intelli- 
gent codperation of the managements of the 
various railroads traversing these states. 
The railway managers made recent sucoess- 
ful vaccination a condition of further em- 
ployment, printed and distributed hundreds 
of thousands of the vaccination creed’ and 
other educational literature prepared by the 
nealth department.” 


Typhoid Ravages Reduced. 
Referring to the campaign against typhoid 


| fever, the bulletin recalls the warning iesued 


on Feb. 2. when it told of the long continued 
drought and the congested sewers, and urged 
the public, and parents especially, to safe- 
guard their children against the use of un- 
treated hydrant water for drinking puf- 
poses. 

‘* The expected didnot occur until August,” 
continues the bulletin, when the typhoid 
deaths suddenty jumped from forty-four in 
July to 18%. The effect of the information 


is shown in the following figures of typhoid 
deaths: August, 193; September, 165; Octo- 
ber, 78. 

In October last year there were 102 
typhoid deaths. Last week there were but 
thirteen such deaths, as against twenty-three 
during the corresponding week of 1901. 


Month’s Death Record. 


The total deaths reported during October 
were 1,064, or 120 fewer than during the pre- 
ceding month, and the annual death rate 
was 12.70 per 1,000, as compared with a rate 
of 12.25 in October, 1901. For the week the 
total deaths were 439, or 44 fewer than the 
previous week.

Declare Conditions in Most | 
of the Buildings Uneclean 
and Insanitary. 


OLD FIXTURES ARE USED. 


Tribune“ Make a Thorough 
Investigation. 


Although the plumbing in a great majority 
of the Chicago public schools is, optimistic- 
ally speaking, sanitary, the fixtures in some 
of the schools are so out.of date and dilap- 
idated and the conditions so appalling that 
general characterizatiomisimpossfble. 

This, in brief, is the verdict of a number of 
experts on sanitation who, in company with 
reporters for THe TRIBUNE, have made a 
careful investigation of the types of plumb- 
ing, the conditions of sanitation, and methods 
of ventilation in the different city schools. 

In some of the schools, notably the recently 
constructed high schools; the plumbing fix- 
tures and all appointments are strictly sani- 
tary, the individual fixtures prevail; the 
rooms are well ventilated, clean, and are 
constructed with glazed tile wainscoting. A 
few schools are equipped with plumbing of 
this type—a scant dozen. 


Conditions Surprisingly Bad. 


Conditions as surprisingly bad are per- 
mitted to exist in as many other schools— 
conditions which, experts say, would nowa- 
days be considered a disgrace anywhere.

The air in the dark, poorly ventilated 
frame houses is foul. The fixtures are 
rusty, the floors wet and dirty.

WIDOW SUES A WIDOWER 
Fron $30,000 DAMAGES. 


Mrs. Alida Cordano Alleges Breach of 
Promise Against Charles Thiele 
mann of Germania Club. 


Mrs. Alida Cordano, a widow said to be 51 
years old, has begun a suit for $30,000 dam- 
ages for alleged breach of promise to marry 
against Charles Thielemann, who is 66 years 
old. The suit was filed in the Circuit court 
just before the close of business on Saturday, 
and is said to be the end of a romance begun 
during the World’s Fair. 

Mr. Thielemann is a member of the Ger- 
mania club, and lives on the north side at 
202 Burling street.

His wife died two 
years ago, it 1s said, although Mrs. Cordano 
alleges an engagement extending over nine 
years. 

The plaintiff is the widow of Joseph Cor- 
dano, who was formerly prominent in re- 
publican politics on the west side. He died 
seventeen years ago, and left his widow an 
estate of $30,000. For years she lived at 
104 Center avenue, but moved to Lake 
Geneva two years ago on account of failing 
health, and lives with a brother. 

Mrs. Cordano says that she was engaged 
to Mr. Thielemann over two years before she 
learned that he had a wife living. Their ac- 
quaintance did not cease, she admits, al- 
though the engagement was practically sus- 
pended until his wife died two years ago. 
During the term of their courtship she as- 
serts that Mr. Thielemann was a constant 
visitor at her home. She alleges also that 
there were numerous drives, theater parties, 
social calis, and other amusements 

After Mrs. Thielemann died Mrs. Cordano 
says Mr. Thielemann wanted to have their 
wedding ceremony performed at once. But 
‘she says Mr. Thielemann’s affection grew, 
cold after she left Chicago. The last time 
she saw him was in July, she asserts, and at 
that time he told her the engagement was 
at an end. She is represented by Attorney 
H. E. Christopher, who claims to have a 
large package of love letters to show the 
jury as evidence in behalf of his client.

No alert operator in securities should over- 
look the fact that the mere removal of a 
political uncertainty almost always exerts 
a favorable tendency upon the movement of 
prices. A notable illustration of this ap- 
peared in the market of a year ago. Stocks 
were weak and depressed at the close of 
business on the Monday before election. But 
at the opening Wednesday morning a rapid 
recovery set in, which expanded into a vigor- 
ous upwa movement, lasting for fully a 
forthigh 


With this 88 in mind, it 4 ot in- 
terest to see whether it will de repeated 
this year. The market has the same prob- 
lems ahead of it that it had a year ago. An 
excessive government revenue, with the pros- 
pect of a continued absorption of active 
capital into the treasury, and the probability 
of heavy gold exports to meet obligations 
maturing abroad, confronted the situation 
at the outset of November, 1901, the same 
as they do now.
